I ask'd 
her, if ever ſhe was in the like Condition | 
before: She anſwered, No, never in her 
Lifc. Then I told her, What ſhe had 
{:1d, was not, could not be true, if God's 
Word may be believ'd; for according to 
that, none but thoſe who were Once ca- 
{:obrned (which ſhe never was before) and- 
bave taſted of the Heavenly Gift (which-ſhe 
never before did ) and were made Partakers 
of the Holy Ginft (which did never ſtir 17 
her before) and have taſted the good Word 
of Cd (the reliſh and favor of which, ſhe 
ncyer before underſtood )' and the Powers 
of the World to come (to which ſhe had been 
hirherto altogether a Stranger ) can poſli-- 
bly be in danger of having their Day palt: 
And therefore this being the firſt time of 
God's coming towards her in an awaken- 
19 manner, alarming her Sonl with the 
Senſe of a Future State, though her Sins 
were {o terribly fet in order before her ; 
yet her diſtracting and terrifying Fears 
were without any Scriptural Ground: For 
cas I farther alledg'd ) this was God's com- 
mon way of dealing with thoſe whom he 
deſign'd ſpecial Love and Mercy to; firſt 
to ſhew them their Ioſt and undone Con- 
dition

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dition by Nature (as they are the wretched 


Oft-ſpring of Fallen 444») and to ſhake 
them over the Scorching Flames of Hell, 
and. inake them tremblingly apprehentive 
of his deſerved Wrat' and -Indignation, 
tliat ſo the- Redemptio 1 wrought out by, 
and made moſt ſecure in the Lord Jeſus | 

Arit, might be the more precious and 
valuatle to them, when they are made to _ 
ſee'it, and have #joytil Senfe of it, by the 
eillizhtning Efficacy of GoJ's Spirit, which 
ſhe was now believingly to be expeting 
of; for I aſſured her, in the Name of the 
Great God;- it was not far from her, 
urging, for her Support under the Bur- 
then of her preſent- Calamity, that ſweer 
Promiſe, "#/ab. 2:3. For the Viſron ts yet 
for an appointed time, but at the end it ſhall 
ſpeak and not lie: Though it tarry, wait for _ 
it, becauſe it will ſwrely come, it will not tarry. 
By Vion: here (I told her) is meant the 
Manifeftati9n of the Light of God's Coun- 
tenance, and the Glory of his Preſence ; 
and there 1s a ſecret appointed time in the 
Breait of the Father, for reviving the 
drooping Spirit, and raviſhing the ſadned 


; Heaxt of every Ele Son and Daughter of 


Adam,with this great and glorious Mercy? 
Put ſhe mult paticntly wait this appotated 
time for it ; and this plain Word of God 

C 4 allures 
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her ExpeRation. I alſo (for her Incou- 
ragement) inſtanced the bitter Paſſion of 
Sorrow poor Mary Magdalen was in, from 
the Senſe of her horrid Sins, and moſt vile 
and filthy Pollutions. And the great and 
Soul-amazing Shakings the Gaoler had , 
from the dreadful Apprehenſions of his 
miſerable State, and the doleful Agonies 
of his Soul, in the Senſe of Hell and Dam- 
nation. And yet what Comfort both of 
them met with, what abundant Satisfa- 
Etion both of them had, by the Lord's 
ſpeaking eftectual Peace to their Souls : 
But whatever I could fay (and much more 
(through the good Hand of my God upon 
me) to this purpoſe 1 did ſay) fhe ſtil] con- 
tinued in a Jamentable manner under the 
Power of Deſpair, hideoufly crying out, 
ſhe was ſure there was no Mcrcy for her. 
By which I perceiving, that no words, how 
Tight ſoever, were, at.preſent, forcible, ſo 
as to have any Efiect upon her. It growing 
late, and I much wearicd with travelling 
and ſpeaking, after ſolemn ſeeking the 
Lord for her, I at that time left her; I 
cannot tell you whether with more Joy, 
or Sorrow : Joy, that there was ſo emi- 
nent a Work begun in her, which plainly 
appear'd to me to be of God, for I ſaw 


aſſures her, ſhe would not be deceived in 
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a thorough Work of Convittion wrought 
by the mighty Power of Jehovah, in her 
Soul ; and I doubted not, but achign'd (by 
him who brings forth Meat out of the 
Eater, and Sweet out of the Strong) for 
her Eternal Good, though the Tempter, 
for the preſent, had ſuch an aſcendant 
upon her. Or Sorrow, that ſhe was gro- 
veling in ſuch hideous Darkneſs, and lefr 
to ſtruggle with the Horrors of a wounded 
Spirit, which, as the wiſe Man implicitly 
tells us, is far more deplorable, and much + 
leſs tolerable, than any Sicknels or Iakr- 
mity . (how great or ſore ſoever) of the- 
Body can be. . It was not long, before 1 
gave her another Viit, and then fonad her 
under dreadful Conſternation of Mind, 
through tne violcut and malicious Affaults 
of Satan, who, as a roariuig Lyon, was 
ſeeking to devour, or rather ſwallow up 
this diſtreſled Damſel, by- the multitude 
of vain,wicked,yca,blaſphemous Thoughts 
he calt into her, whereof ſhe wofully come - 
plained (and that in a lamentable and 
heart-melting Accent) to me: Oh Sir, 
ſays ſhe (with diſmal black Clouds 11 the 
Horizon. of her Countcuance.) you little 
think what a prodigious, vile, wicked and - 
abominable Wretch'I am; my Heart is 
full of mcit horrid blaſphemous Thoughts

deepeſt dye: Surely there is none, there 
can be no ſuch groſly wicked Perſon as I 
in the World; as there 'is no Sorrow, ſo 
there is no Wickedneſs like mine.

Bitterneſs of Heart, (they are not yours, 
neither are you chargeable with them,God 
will - not 1mpute them to you, they are 
thrown into you by the evil one, who is 
doing you all the ſpite he can, and trying 
all means to make your Life every way 
uncomfortable. and therefore I would have 
you- {ſand Oh! ' that you would harken

was for her Immortal Soul, which all that 
are in the Gall of Bitterneſs, and in the 
Bond of Iniquity (and all of the World 
are ſo) have no Thovght or Anxiety about. 
"Tis preſent not future Happineſs that 
they are in the eager purſuit of. But the 
People of God, in theſe Parts, who had 
paſſed through the Pangs of the New 
Birth themſelves, (and therefore capable 
of judging her Condition) very well knew 
the Nature of her Diſtemper, and the un- 
cxpreſliblencſs of her Woe, according to 
Sol mos Apothegm, The Spirit of a Man 
map ſi ain bis Infirmity, but a wounded Spirit 
who can bear. Theſe I ſay pittied her, and 
heartily ſympathized with her in her Spi- 
ritual Dolours; and they aroſe every one 
from his own place; (like Job's Friends) 
and came to bemoan her, and to comfort 
her, for they ſaw the Grief of her Soul 
was very great. And indeed ſhe had a 
very large room ( beyond whatever I knew 
of one _under her.

in her mournful Geſture, and dolef\l Be- 
haviour, to ſpeak in the Sad and Mett- 
choly Language of the Church, 71s it no- 
thing to you, all ye that paſs by * Behold and 
ſee, if there be any Sorrow like unto my Sor 
row, which is done unto me, wherewith the 
Lord hath affiited me, in the day vf his fierce 
Angzer : From above hath he ſent Fire into my 
Bones, and it prevailed againſt them: He 
hath ſpread a Net for my Feet, he hath turned 
me back, ke hath made me Deſolate and Faint 
all the diy. For theſe things I Weep, mine 
Eye runeth down with Water, becauſe the 
Comforter that ſhould relieve my Soul, 1s far 
from me. And again, 1 am that Maid that 
hath feca Affliction by the Rod of his Wrath.

Theſe, Oh! theſe, were the Hierogli- 
phick Bemoanings of her Soul, in every 
minute Circumſtance. of her Carriage: In- 
deed her watry Eyes , her pale Cheeks, 
her ghaſtly Countenance, her trembling 
Joynts, the great Diſorder and' Confulion 
of her outward ard inward Man, mourn- 
fully ſpoke in a filent yet pathetical Dia- 
lect, what Jeb ſpoke with. his Lips, Have 
pitty upon me, O ye my Friends, have pitty 
upon me, for the Hand of God hath touched 
»7e, Though this was the. Language of 
her mournful Geſture to all that were near 
her, yet. was not her Mouth cloſed, fhe 
articulately ſpoke many bitter and doleful 
things. Truly it would have. melted an 


Heart of Stone (I am ſure. it did mine) to: 


have heard her daily Bemoanings, and her 
nightly Lamentations: And that in a Tone, 
as I have ſometimes verily thought ſcarce- 
ly Humane. She had no delight in any 


thing, no-eaſe in her Spirit, no SatisfaQtion - 


in her Mind, no Comfort alone or in Com- 
pany : Her Harp was turned into Mourning, 


' and her Organ into the Voice of them that 


Weep.: She.was made to poſſeſs Months of Va- 
nity, and weariſome. nights were appointed for

her. She was full of toſſings to and fro to the 
dawning of the day. Hence it was ſhe could 
not refrain her Mouth, but did grievouſly 
ſpeak in the Anguiſh of her Spirit, and la- 
mentably complain in the Bitterneſs of her 
Soul. How o_ would ſhe-cry out, there 
was none in the World ſo bad as ſhe, my 
Heart 1s harder than any Body can con- 
ceive, or poſlibly imagine; I do not, I can- 
not love Chriſt, or have any deſire after 
him: I am as dry as a Stick, as Sapleſs as 
a Stone, I cannot believe, I cannot repent, 
I cannot Pray,l have not one good thought, 
and therefore it cannot otherwiſe be, but 
I muſt Periſh for ever. In theſe dolorous 


Bemoanings ſhe even waſted and pined 


away : She was weary with her Groaning ; 
ell the night ſhe made her Bed to ſwim, yea, 
ſhe water*d her Couch with her Tears, Her 
Eye was conſumed becauſe of. Grief, it 
waxed old becauſe of the Enemy of her 
Salvation, who provoked her to Deſpon- 
dency, and to a roaring ont for Sorrow, 
becauſe the Lord had hid his Face from 
her, and left her to ſtruggle with thoſe 
Temptations of Horror , that (like the 
Sons of Zerviah) were too hard for her. 
And though many excellent Saints, and 
experienced Chriſtians {as the Sons and 


Daughters of Jacob, upon Joſeph's ſuppoſed 
D 
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Death) aroſe to comfort her, and left no 
means nneſlſay'd in order thereunto; yet 
ſhe (like Jaceb) refuſed to be comforted, 
and ſeemed (with him? reſolved to go to 
the Grave Mourning; Thus. he wept, thus 
ſhe mourn'd, as one'that ha-l no hope, and 
that continually. Her Chaniber was a per- 
fe Rama, where no 0ther Voice, but that 
of Wo, Lamentation, a:id bitter Bewail- 


ing, - was day and nifthtto be heard.: tn- f 


ſomuch' that ſhe was an Heart-breaking 
Grief to her -Friends, a Burthen 'to her 
felf, and an amazing Spectacle of Aſto- 
mhment to all that look 'd upon her. T he 
Lord Pardon the Hardneſs of my Heart, 
that having theſe things. under 'review 
I am no more affe&ed, Never did 1 ſee 
fuch a” Mournfut Sight, never did 1* hear 
ſvch a doleful Sound ; and I think, never 
was there a Creature more exactly like 1n 
Sorrow - to her- Redeemer, ih the day of 
his Humiliation, when he ſaid of himſelf, 
My Soul is exceeding "$6; towful, and heavy 
unto Death.” 1 had great Thoughts and 
Akeings of Heart about her , what the 
Iae of theſe things would be; my very 
Soul travelled in Birth , till Ghriſt was 
formed in her; til ſhe was made (through 
the up-lifting of the Spirit) to ariſe and 
ſhine, as ſeeing Light to be come, and the 
Glory 
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Glory of the Lord to be riſen upon her- 
7 pray'd for her, I pray'd with her, I cry'd 
day and night to the mighty God of Jaceb 
in her behalf. I wept, I ſigt'd, I fobtyd, 
my Heart. was ready to break, my Soul 
monurr'd in ſecret places, becauſe the 


Chariot-wheels of Deliverance drove ſo 
heavily on. I choſe ſuirable Subjects (as 


| I thought ) for her Condition, - to Preach 
npon 1n publick, and did: many times ap» ' 


ply what [ delivered, particularly to her. 
She fate juſt againſt me, in the next Pew 
to the Pulpit. Her Eyes were continually 
fixcd on me, but with ſo ghaſtly and pitti- 
ful a look, which had ſuch an Impreſſion 
on me, that I could fearce refrain Tears 
whenever I caſt my Eyes upon her. ' She 
always repair'd after Evening Sermon-to 
the Repetition Lecture in the middle of 
the Town, carried on by a Godly Zealous 
Brother of our Church, who never failed 
to pour ont his Soul in Prayer to God for 
her, and that in a moſt affectionate melt- 
ing manner : I was many times (as oft as 
my Weakneſs would permit) there my 
ſelf; and when all was over, I uſed to take 
her by the Hand, and ſmilingly ask her, 
Come Dear Mrs. Mary, how is it with 
yon, has God ſpoken any thing to your 
Soul to day? Have you reliſt'd and ſavor'd 
any 
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any thing you have heard ? - Her anſwer 
(I very well remember) was always the 
ſame: No; my Heart is too hard; I have 
not been in the leaſt ſenſible of any.thing 
you have deliver'd this day, you had as 
good have Preach'd to a Stone as to me. 
And then pulling her Hood over her Eyes, 
to hide her Tears, would penſively go 
away, for ſhe could never bear to be long 


- In any Company. This, Oh! this, filled 


my Heart with unexpreſſjble Sadneſs, that 
no word (how ſuitable ſoever) would 
faſten ; that no Truth (how Pertinent ſo- 
ever) would take hold on her; that one 


Sabbath came ſucceſſively after another,, 


but ſhe never the better, her Soul was not 
at all refreſh'd by any Waters flowing 
from the Sanftuary. I want words to tell 
you how my wounded Spirit-was upon 
the Rack; how my diſturbed Mind was 
in a Flame, for this young diſconſolate 
Gentlewoman , who was ſo miſerably 
walking in Darkneſs, that ſhe could ſee no 


Light; who was ſo wofully. under the. 


Gripings of Satan, that ſhe could by no 
means be perſwaded to truſt in the Name. 
of the Lord,or ftay her ſelf upon her God. 
In this deplorable State (lying -among the 
Pots )- ſhe continued many Weeks, with- 
out any ſenſible Alteration, unleſs for x 

| woric: 
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worſe: That fhe was in a loſt undone 
Condition, having an hard unbelieving 
Heart, without any Intereſt in Chriſt (or 
like to have any) was the Yerſus intercu- 
{arzs, or the Burthen of the Song, in her 
continued uninterrupted dolorous Com- 
plaint. At laſt (in the midſt of ſome ſe- 
rious Diſcourſe) the deſired me to keep a 
day with her, to ſeek the Lord for her, to 
which I willingly conſented (as very glad 
of the Motion) ſhe defired ſdme other 
Miniſter might be alſo aſſiſtant in the. 
Work; to which I freely gave way. She 
then ask'd me, what Miniſter would be 
moſt acceptable to me. I anſwered, I was 
very indifferent, and deſired her to pleaſe 
her ſelf, and ſhe would not, nor could not, 
diſpleaſe me. She propounded Mr. Earl 
of Goſpert, who, I think, was ſome Rela- 
tion to her. I told her, with all my Heart. 
Accordingly we met at a Private Houſe in 
the Town, with ſeveral Chriſtian Friends. 
Mr. Earl began with Prayer, and I with 
Preaching, from theſe words, P/al. 43. 5. 
Why ..art thou caſt down, O ry Soul? And 
why art thou diſquieted within me ? Hope in 
God, for IT ſhall yet Praiſe him, who us the 
Health of my Countenance, and my God. | 
direted my Diſcourſe wholly to her, and 
ſpake all (as far as God help'd me) ay :

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could judge proper for her to hear (under 
the Circumſtances ſhe at» that tinie was) 
ſhe ſate art the Table juſt againſt me, fixing 
her Eyes conſtantly on me, with a doleful 
and pitty-commanding look. - But nothing 
I aid (as I could by after-diſcqurſe - per- 
ceive) made any Impreſlion on her. After 
I concluded with Prayer, Mr. Earl then 
Preach'd, his Text was, John 14.27. Peace 
T leave with you, my Peace I grve unto you, 
20t as the Warld giveth, give I unto you. She 
was in appearance, a great deal worſe 
* after this day, than ſhe was before: Her 
Temptations 'were more rampant , her 
Breakings-out in bitter and diſmal Com- 
Plaints, were more violent, and her Sor- 


row (great enough before) did every way 


more. abundantly increaſe ; which made 
my Soul moura in ſecret, breathing forth 
the ſad words of the Church, O Lord God 
of Heſts, how lons wilt thou be angry against 
the Prayer of | thy. People, Thou feedest this 
Þaor Creature mith the Bread of Tears, and 
giveFt her. Tears to drink in great meaſure. 
One iinght very late (I cannot forget it) 
I was ſent for in all haſte to her; when I 
came, I found her in the moſt dreadful 
Agonies, under the moſt horrible Con- 
Rernazion: of ' Spirit, as *twas polſlible for 
: any; of the.Childrea of Men og this oe 
rne 
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the Lake of Biirmung: to be poſſeſſed with; 
She cry'd, ſhe roar'd out 1n a moſt terri» 
ble-manner (even beyond an humane Ac- 
cent) as if ſhe had been at the brink of 
Hell, ready to be ſwallowed up in the bot- 
tomleſs Gulf, The Sorows of Death compaſſed 
ker, and the Pains of Hell took hold upon her, 
yea, ſhe found Trouble (and to the Amaze- 
mens) and Sorrow (even to the Aſtoniſh- 
ment) of all that were in the Chamber 
with her: 1 was at my Wits end what to 
do, to ſpeak any thing, I too evidently 
ſaw was but in vain, and yet I could not, 
I dar'd not be ſilent; She took no notice 
of any words, upon what Topick ſoever

Sluces of Conſolation - (how Sweet and 
Pleaſant ſoever) that were opened to her :

I knew 
not. how to lcave her (in the horrible Pit, \ 
in the miry Clay of ſuch Soul-tormenting |

Diſtreſs) and yet I plainly diſcern'd, it 
was to no purpoſe to ſtay with her; fo 
outragious was her Grief, and ſo beyond 
a'l bounds of Moderation was her Sorrow, 
Horror and moſt dreadful Deſpair had 
ſich a powerful Aſcendant on her, that 
her poor Heart was like to break, yea, ſhe 
was even ready to dye, for fear of Eternal 
dying. Oh! how was this tender Lamb 
i1 Zia rufully afraid becauſe of her Sins, 
which were fet in order before her, and 
continually ſtaring her in the Face : How 
did amazing Feartulneſs lamentably ſurs 
prize her, 1n the awtul ſenſe of dwellins 
w.t9 the devouring Fire, that can never be 
put out, and in the doleful-Apprehenſion 
of rowling upon thoſe Pillars of everlaſt- 
ing Flames, that never will ceaſe burning, 
Verily, had ſhe ſeen with her Eyes, the

very Torments thoſe endure, who are ſur- 
rounded with horrid Miſts of Darkueſs in 
the Eternal Shades below, ſhe could hard-- 
ly expreſs her ſelf in a more dolorous, in 
a more gricvous manner than ſhe did; 
ſuch Heart-melting , ſuch Soul-pierciiif 
Complaints ; ſuch a mournful cryiag out 
of a loſt State, of a barren Mind, of a Cer- 
tainty of being Damned, never ſounded 
(at leaſt in my Ears) before. I had much 
ado to perſwade her to a Compoſednefs 
till I went to Prayer with her; in which 
Duty I pleaded with the Lord (accordiag 
to the meaſure of the Spirit given me) for 
her, that the ſounding of his Bowels of 
Pitty and Compaſſion, might he moved 
towards her ; «that he would Graciouſl 

hear this Dejected Creature (as he did 
Epbraim) bemoaning of her felf in his 
very words; 1 am aſhamed, yea, even Cen- 
fununded, to bear the Reproach of my Touth. 


And that he would ſay of her, as he did 


of hint; 1s Ephraim, my dear Sor, ts he 4 
pleaſant Child ;, for ſince I ſpake againſt hin, 
1 do earneſtly remember him ſtill, therefore wy 
Bowels arg troubled for him, and 1 mill [urcdly 
have Mercy upon him, ſaith the ord. When 
I concluded Prayer, I took a very forrgw- 
ful leave of her, being towards Morning. 
Tis ſaid, For the Diwiſrons of Reuben theres 
SA Wer2. 
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' were great thorghts of heart. And again, 
For the Diviſions of Reuben there were great 
Searchings of heart. T am ſure for the Spu- 
ritual Troubles, for the Deſpairing Sor- 
row ofthis young Gentlewoman, there 
were great- Thoughts and Scarchings of 
Heart ; great Diſtreſs and Anxiety of 
Mind, both by me and many others. And 
truly we were (and we could not but be) 
between Hope and Fear about her: We 
would fain hope the Lord delign*d Love 
.and Mercy to her precious Soul, notwith- 
{tanding the many bitter and grievous 
things he wrote againſt her, and the great 
and fearful Trials ſhe was exerciſed with ; 
but then the ſtrangeneſs, the unparalleld- 
neſs of her Grief, the intollerable Heavi- 
neſs and Weight of that Burthen ſhe 
groancd under; the apparent Prevalency 
of the Tempter over her, (for ſhe ſeemed 
to be wholly 1n his Clutches) and above 
all, the woful and moſt horrible uninter- 
rupted Deſpairingneſs of her Language 
(for I know not how long time together ) 
gave a little Check to thoſe Hopes we 
were willing to retain,and made too much 
room for Fear and Doubts in ourThoughts 
concerning her. Indeed we were all at 
our Wits end, and could not tell what to 
think or ſay of her. For my part 1 can 

truly 
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truly' ſay, her Caſe took up my whole 
time ; 1 could hardly mind any thing elſe; 
Day and Night were my Thoughts bulily 
imploy'd, -what courſe to take for her, or 
what means to uſe, that might be of avail 
to her. And aftcr many Wreſtlings, with 
Sighs and Groans unto God in her behalf; 
and revolving many things 1n my pet - 
plexed Mind about her ſad Condition, I 
at laſt called to mind the words of our 
Lord Jeſus, This kind of Devil pocth not ont, 
but by Prayer 2:4 Exſtins. It came there- 
fore into my Thonghts, to try once more 
that way, that never-fauling way, when 
manag'd rightly, and in good earneſt. And 
being not very well ſatished with the 
manner of keeping the Firlt day, upon 
ſeveral Accounts not proper here to men- 
tion, I reſolved to take another (and, as 
I judg'd, a more eftectual) courſe; thit 
is, to delire the Church to ſet a-part a 
Solemn day of Humiliation, ro cry might1- 
ly unto God on her behalf: .. And I was 
mightily encouraged to this way, by what 
I fonnd recorded in Sacred Writ, in which 
there was an overtiowing Ful:cfs as to me, 
and a very Incentive to a Procceding 
in my intended Deſign, Js Judah 7 (od 
known, his Name is great in Iſrael. Ia$4- 
jem alſo is bis Tabernacle, and his dwelling 
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place in Zion. There brake he the Arrows 
of the Bow, the Shield, and the Sword. And 
the Battle Selah. And a little farther we 
find theſe words, When God aroſe to Fude- 
went, to ſave all the Meek of the Earth: + 
Surely the Wrath of Man ſhall Praiſe thee ; 
the remainder of Wrath ſhalt thou reſtrain. 
Now, thought I (muſing on this Sweet 
Portion of Scripture) as the Wrath of 
Man, ſo the Wrath of Satan ſhall Praiſe 
God ; and the ramainder of that Wrath 
(how fierce or boiſterous ſoever ) God will 
moſt certainly reſtrain: And this reſtrain- 
11g 15 chiefly ro be expected and looked 
for in the Sacred Boundaries of Z:on, For 
there bebreaks the Shield ;, that 1s, the Car- 
nal yet. Obſtinate Defence poor tempted 
ones make (through the cunning Delu- 
tions of the Devil) againſt the Saving 
Comforts of the Goſpcl, when tendred to 
them 1n the day of their Conflicts. There 
ro ercaks the Sera , that 1s, the Arguments 
poor tempted ones (according to the Lo- 
£ick they have lcarn'd of Satan) do form, 
43 1t were, in Mood and Figure, to-wound 
and gall themſclyes with Horror and De- 
ſpair. There he treaks the Battle ;, that is, 
the long and tedious War poor tempted 
ones are inzaged In with Satan, in the fatal 
Courle of which, they are ſpoil'd of all 
| their 
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their precious and pleaſant things; and 
by Satan's too proſperous Succeſs, they 
are miſerably held down iinder the Hartches, 
and cannot help themſelves ; and pirrifully 
a long time kept in horrid Darkneſs, and 
can\ee no manuer of Light; and lamenta- 
bly made to walk in the Valley of the 
Shadow of Death, and cannot 1a the leaſt 
find any Comfort. Oh! but when Prayers 


are made in and by a Goſhel-Church, for. 


ſuch tempted worried Perſons, God will 
(in anſwer to thoſe Prayers) Ariſe ro Judg- 
ment, to {ave (nch meek ones of the Earth : 
And then and there, he wil! Graciouſly break 
the Shield, and the Sword, end. tine Battle. 
My Thoughts ripening upon This com- 
fortable SubjeRt, I forthwith repair'd to 
Mrs. Mary, and acquainted her with what 
was upon my Spirit, and what I had in 
my Thoughts reſolved upon, as to the 
calling my Church together, to keep a 
Solemn day of Wreſtling with God for 
her, and ask'd her if ſhe was willing to 1t. 
She anſwered, I might if I pleaſed, but 
was ſomething cold in the matter, ſeem- 
ing to ſuggeſt, it would be of little avail 
as to her, nothing being likely to do-her 
any gocd, for ſhe look'd upon her Diſeaſe 
as paſt Cnre, and her ſelf as paſt Remedy.

Secondly, Jonah prayed for Strength, to 
bear that Weight and. Preſſure of Grief, 
under which he was then groaning. Thus 
David prayed in the Bitterneſs of his Soul, 
when under the Scorching -of the Fiery 


Furnace, Pſalm 25.16. Turn thee unto me, 


aud have Mercy upon me : - for 1 am deſolate. 
and aſſlifed. This turning includes God's 


coming towards him with help and aſliſt- 


ance, to inable him to bear what he was. 
pleated to lay upon him. Till-God does 
deliver, we ſhould. Pray for ſupporting 
Grace, that we may not diſhonour him 1n 
the Hour of Temptation. 


Thirdly, fonah Prayed; that 1s, he hum 
bly expoſtulated with his Gad, .conceraing 
the preſent and unparallell'd Diſpenfacion..

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Secondly, Poor Creatures may be ſur- 
rounded with Sorrows every way, from 
above, from below, from without, from 
within ; thus David ſpeaks of his caſe, 
Pſalm 116.3. The Sorrows of Death com- 
paſſed me, and the Pains of Hel! gat hold upon 
me, I found Trouble and Sorrow, That is, 
he was compaſſed about every way with 
Woe and Miſery: As Job's. Meſſengers 
came from every Corner,ſinking his Spirits 
with ul News, and plercing his Soul with 
the Darts of diſconſolate Tidings, Job 1. 
16, So many choſen Veſſels of the Lord, 
may be beſet with Troubles. and Sorrows 
of every kind, which may make them roar 
and «ry out, as thoſe without hope. 


Thirdly, Poor Creatures may be worricd 


and hurried by the Temptations of the 


Devil, which 15 a Species of Hells Tore: 


ture: As the Tongue is ſaid to be ſet on 
Fire of Hell, James 3.6. So, the Spirits 
of tempted ones, may be, and'too often 
are, borne down, and kept under the 
Hatches,by the Tyranny of Hells Monarch. 
We find Paul complaining of a Thorn 1n 
the Fleſh, the Meſſenger of Satan buffeting 
him, 2 Cor, 12. 7. Oh! it is an Hell upon.

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Fourthly, Poor Creaturcs may be,. for a 
time, conquered and overcome by Hells 
Sorrows; though The C-tes of Hell ſhall 
ot (abſolutely) prevail, Matt. r6. 18. yet 
they may a great while, and-1n a great 
meaſure, prevail over,many preciovs Chil- 
dren of Zen; though God's choſert ones 
ſhall not be left to remain always in-Hel?, 
as David, perſonating Chriſt, ſpake with 
reſpect to the Grave, P/:lm 16. 10.. Yet 
they may be left a long time under the 
power of Hell, to be crying'out as though 
they were for ever lolt. 


Then I took notice of the Dolefnlneſs 
of Jonas Complaint, as we have it in the 
third Verſe, For thiu had$t cait me into the 
Deep, in the midſt of the Seas,. and the Floods 
compaſſed me about, all thy Billows and thy 
Waves paſſed over me. Wherein there 1S 
Metaphorically ſer forth, 


Firſt, The Senſe he had of Sin, as the 
deſerving Cauſe of what he now ſo la- 
mentably groaned under : Thou had## caſt 
me into the Deep, and that deſervedly, for 
my -horrid and crying Sin of Diſobedience, 
of which mention is made Chap. 1. 1, 2, 3+

The Joy of our Heart ts ceaſed, our 
Dance ts turned into Mourning : The Crown 
3s fallen from our head , Woe unto us that we 
have ſinned. Ah\ happy, if under the 
weight of Grief, we have a Senſe of the 
Evil of Sin. 


Secondly, He was under Terrors of Con- 
ſcience, and miſerable Confution in his 


Spirit; this is imply'd in the vvord Seas,. 


In the midſt of the Seas. That he vvas Iitt- 
rally caſt into the Seas, vve read Chap. 1. 
15. So they took up Jonah, and caſt him forth 
into the Sea. But beſides this, he vvas in a 
myſtical Senſe in the Sea, that is, under the 
Rackings of a vvounded Spirit, under the 
Bitings of a ſtinging Conſcience: So thathe

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Thirdly, He was over-whelmed with 
Sorrow ; and this 1s imply'd in the word 
Floods:, And the Floods compaſſed me about : 
So that his Spirit, as well as his Body, 
ſunk as Lead in the mighty Waters: As it 
was ſaid of Pharaoh and his Hoſt, when 
they were drowned in the Red Sea, Exod. 
I5. 10, Our Saviour thus expreſles the 
Miſery that ſhall come upon all incorri- 
gible Sinners, Matt. 18. 6. It were better 
for him, that a Mill-ſtone were hanged about 
his Neck, and that he were drowned in the 
depth of the Sea, Oh! who can be ſenſible 
of the Troubles and Miſeries, wherewith 
poor Jonah was overwhelmed when he was 
in the Sea. 


Fourthly, He was cloſely confined, not 
only as to his Body, but narrowly pent up 
as to his Spirit: This is included 1n the 
word Blows, All thy Billows, and thy Waves, 
paſſed over me, We read indeed of his 
being in the Whales Belly, Chap. 1. 19. 
And as that miſerably confin'd his Body, 
ſo his Spirit was worſe reſtrain'd, through 
the awful Senſe of Divine Diſpleaſure. As 
David's once was, Pſalm 42.7.

Secondly, They may be (as to their own 
Apprehenſion)in a very hopeleſs and help-Y 
leſs Condition, but yet even then, there isY 
both Hope and Help for them, by looking P 
toward the holy Temple ;, that is, by looking 
to Chriſt, and believing what he 1s, and F| 
what he ſays: Oh! hear that ſweet word 
flowing from his Lips, Luke 4.18. The Spirit 
of the Lord is upon me,becauſe he hath anointed } 
me to preach the Goſpel to the. Poor ;, be hatn | 
ſent me to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
Deliverance to the Captives, and recovering of | 
ſrgbt to the Blind ;, to ſet at liberty them that 
are bruiſed, Oh! What can be more fully 
and plainly expreſſed ?

Thirdly,They may have no Senſe of God's

When any poor 
Creature is Weeping, Lamenting and Be- 
moaning himſelf in Holes and Corners, 
even then and there God ſees him. 


Secondly, Oh! Then this State 1s the 
Wil of God, which muſt be ſubmitted to, 
Is there any pF in the City, and the Lord fins 
rot done it, Jonah being in the Whales 
Belly, was the Ac of God, God put him 
there. So whatever Mourning State thnu 
art in, it is the Lord's doing. As Chriſt 
ſpeaking of God's Gracious Revelaizon of 
Goſpel-Light and Knowledge, rather to 
Babes, than to the Wiſe and Learned, re- 
ſolves it into God's Free-Will and diſtin- 
guiſhing Goodneſs, as the only moving 
cauſe thereof, att.

Thirdly,Then ſuch a State is very dread-

Fourthly, Oh ! Then,even in ſuch a State, |

Fiſihly, Then God cah open a Door of 
Comfort, even in ſuch a State, as he did to 
Jonah here in the Whales Beliy : For his 
looking toward the Holy Temple, implics 
no leſs: As it was ſaid of Ezra, Nh. .

Weare told P/alr 5. 5. The Foolifh ſhall not 
ftand in thy fret, Weareall Fools by Na- 
ture, ard we cannot ſtand in God's light, 
yor do him any Seryice, till our Folly be 
purged out by the Fire of ſome Spiritual 
Fryal. We have a famous Story in the 
Colpel, of a Woman of Caraexr, Matr.g.22, 
&c. who was frown'd upon 11 her ap- 
proach 
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proach to. Jeſus, called Dog, put off a great 
while, with many other Diſcouragements, 
and kept in the dark, withaut being taken 
notice of, to the Wonder of the Ditciples. 
But *twas all the more to fit her for that 
Mercy our Lord Jeſus delign'd to beſtow 
upon her. Oh! that all in Spiritual Trou- 
ble, would believe that God is in, and by 
that Tronble,the more preparing them for 
himſelf, and the Reception of his ſpecial 
Grace and Favour. }. 

Seventhly, "Yhen 1a fuch a State, God 
may be workiag for us, even whillt he 1s 
laying his heavy Hand upon us. As God 
was working, Deliverance for Teran, even 
then when he caſt him into the Whales 
Belly : God was with David whitherto- 
ever he went, 2 Sam. 7. 9. and was work- 
ins for him in the loweit Ebb of tis 
Affairs; yea, when he was crying out, - 
F ſhall! ene day periſh by the hand of Saul, SO 
in like manner he was working for Jacel, 
Wwheu the good old Man thoaght his Con- 
dition molt deplorable, Ger.

Fizhrhly, and laſtly. Oh! Then ſuch a 
State may be, and yet no real Anger in 
God towards the Creature. It was in Love 
10t Anger, that God put Jonah in the 
Whales Belly ; God was not angry with 
Abraham, when he took away his Wite 
from him, Ger. 23.4. No more is he 
with thoſe many poor Souls under the 
Oppreſlion of Spiritual Grief, whom he 
wounds with the Wounds of an Encmy, 
aud with the Chaſtiſements of a cruel one,

Thus I have given you a brief Account 
of what was that day more lirgely inlifted 
upon, and more particularly applied to 
her, for whoſe ſake it was ftudicd, and to 
whom, in a more eſpecial manner, It was 
delivered. : After all was over, I had ſome 
private Diſcourſe with her, much longiig, 
to know how it was with her, whither any. 
thing had afteaed her. Aud to my 19 little 
refreſhing,l found her in a more calm corn - 
poſed Frame, than I had ever ſeen byr b<- 
fore, ſince the beginning of her Troubles ..

ſuch extream Fits of Agony after this day; 
or that: ſhe broke forth into ſach direful 
Exclamations and Lamentations, as ſhe did 
before: Which made me heartily bleſs 
God both publickly and privately, for the 
beginning of his Appearance, though ir 


was but in a reſtraining way ; that though: 


ſhe. had not that ſolid Comfort, and in- 
ward Peace, which I did unfeignedly wiſh 
her, and ſincerely, without ceaſing, begg'd 
for her; yet ſhe had much greater eaſe, 
with reſpct to her Burthen, under which 
ſhe had fo long a time groaned, and was 
riot tortured with thoſe griping, and Soul- 
tcormenting Pangs, as frequently in days 
and months paſt,ſhe had been.
